It is composed wholly of 
women. It has nothing to do with 
politics, except as all social reforms 
are in their broader sense political. 
The two words “Christian” aad 
“Temperance” in its title indicate 
the special lines of work within 
‘which it exerts ite energies. In 
the ratifications of these it touches 
even such subjects as public sani- 
tation and private hygiene, on the 
theory that right conditions of 
physical life make the best basis 
for moral development. Total ab- 
stinence from traffic in, or con- 
sumption of, alcoholic stimulants 
is a cardinal principle of the so- 
ciety; and other departments of 
domestic morals receive a large 
share of its attention in every com- 
munity where it maintains a 
branch, Although sometimes 
charged with too radical notions 
of reform, and occasionally erring 
on the side of haste in scrutiniziug 
laws and pushing measures of im- 
portance, the influence of the Un- 
ion is wholesome, and every good 
citizen can afford to encourage its 
work with his countenance, and, 
where desired, with financial aid. 
An organization which, even at 
the end of sixteen years, has by its 
own efforts built up a system of 
ten thousand local auxiliary 
branches, spread a netwerk of ju- 
venile societies ever the territory 
from Tampa Bay to Puget Sound, 
established a publishing house 
with an annua! issue of sixty mil- 
lion pages and a newspaper organ 
of sixty thousand circulation, chal- 
lenges universal respect for the 
business ability and force of char- 
acter of the women who have had 


charge of its fortunes. 
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THe Augusta (Me.) Journal, in 
commenting upon the removal of 
Corporal Tanner, says this: “There 
probably was never a public man 
who was the object of a more 
malignant and bigoted bombard- 
Ment from his political enemies 
than has been ditected against 
Corporal Tanner. Nothing was 
too mean or too nasty to be said 
ofhim.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Judge Bigelow Sustained in the 
Cc. P. BR. BR. Land Oase. 

Yesterday the Supreme Court filed 
an opinion which is of like imp: rtance 
to the seyeral States and Territories, 
as well as to all railroads which have 
received land grants from the Govern- 
ment. 

In 1887 the Assessor of Washoe 
county listed all the surveyed lands of 
the odd sections claimed by the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad Company in this 
county for taxation. The company 
refused to pay the taxes thereon, 
claiming that the title was not so 
vested as to make these lands the sub- 


ject of taxation, or, in other words, 
make them the property of the com- 

ina manner that would subject 
them to taxation. Suit was brought 
against the company and the lands 
and the case was ably contested before 
Judge Bigelow, who decided in a very 
able opinion that under an) act of 
Congress, passed in 1886, all surveved 
odd sections, whether a patent had 
issued therefor or not, was the property 
of the railroad, and, as such, had to 
hear a part of the burden of running 
the local as well as the National Gov- 
ernment. 

The case was appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, and bas been under con- 
sideration for some time, and that 
body has affirmed Judge Bigelow’s 
opinion. 

Only a few counties, probably only 
two, Washoe and Lander, have at- 
tempted to assess these lands, not- 
withstanding the Attorney-General of 
the State, by circular letters, instructed 
the assessors in the counties where 
they were situated to assess them. 

What course will be pursued by the 
State in reference to the assessors who 
have failed to comply with these in- 
structions the Gazerre is not advised, 
but so far as the Washoe county As- 
seseor is concerned he has done his 
duty in the premises,and the county 
by the decision, will receive the taxes 
due from the company on surveyed and 
unpatented lands for the past two

I 
passed through arched and littered streets 
to a little court, in the middle of which was 
a little plot of grass, relieved by three 
trees, two of which were lemon. I here 
found a little Samaritan school, and at the 
sight of a stranger the children sprang 
from the floor where they were sitting, 


kissed my hand, and begged for back- | 


sheesh. The teacher was a youth of about 
fourteen, the son of Amram, the higb priest. 
I was greatly disappointed at failing to find 
Amram himself, but in the end this circum- 
stance aided me in my chief object, for the 
young man was willing, for a good fee, to 
show me the ancient Pentateuch. His 
father might have been deaf to all en- 
treaties. 

The claim of the Samaritans to have a 
copy of the Pentateuch older than the Jew- 
ish is supported by their own unbroken tra- 
dition, and by the opinion of some learned 
men of the present time in Christian coun- 
tries. But the weight of internai evidence is 
against it—among which may be mentioned 
grammatical -emendations, 
in the text, insertions of foreignu passages, 
alterations, Samaritanisms, and changes in 
support of Samaritan doctrine. 

There are three codices kept in the little 
synagogue in Nablus, two being generally 
shown to strangers. Itis very rareiy that 
the veritable one can be seen. My govud 
fortune in getting a hasty look at it was 
due to the venturous and avaricious spirit 
of Amram’s son, rather than to any man- 
agement of my own. Having first ex- 
hibited the two imitations, the young man, 
upon the offer of an additional fee, then 
brought out the original scroll from achest. 
After the removal of the red satin cover I! 
saw that the codex was inclosed in a silver 
cylindrical case, which had two doors open- 
ing on two sets of hinges) When these 
doors were thrown back the whole column 
was exposed to the vision. This cylinder 
is of rich workmanship. It is about two 
feetand a haif long and nearly a foot in 


diameter, and presents, iu exquisitely raised | 


work, a good pian of the Tabernacle, 
witb every part given with the ut- 
eost minuteness and rarest skill. The 
roll Gonsists of dingy skins—prepared be- 
fore the invention of parchment—sewed to- 
ge.her with neat stitches, and worn and 
patched, and here and there entirely illegi- 
ble.
